He un- 
derstood Cuba and Porto Rico ware ax- 
celieat gMMcooBUIea. aad^tla «o«M 
be shipped and kept.in prime condition 

General Miles said his use of the 
phrase "pretense of experiment," in 
speaking of ^rmy beef, was unfortun- 
ate. He d,iBclaio)ed intending ^ny lu- 
ferenca of fraad, and said that bo 
should haTb said the refrigerator beef 
issue was "on the theory of an experi- 
ment" and "a very costly one." 

Asked how long he wa^ In Porto 
Rico before ha advlaad tha .department 
•calaat ■anili^fOMtra rafrMparatbP baef . 
General Mllea lald hir had learnea ot 
the large supply of native cattle soon 
after landing, and aivised the war de- 
partment the next day after getting 
ashore. 

Referring to the canned roast beef 
aa distinguished from tbe refrigerator 
beef. Colonel Davis read a portion of 
General Milea' war commission- teati- 
moay cpiMaiiwlMh'tt, ji» Mvar«,terma.

The Lexington Herald pictures a most 
deplorable condition of afiairs in that 
ci^. Speaking of tho reoont bratal mur- 
der of Jacob S. KoUor by "King" Mo- 
Namara it says : 

No one in Lexington was surprised at 
this tragedy ; no one was surprised that 
his arrest was purely nominal and for an 
extremely briel period ; no nne was sur- 
prised that tho bood was detective if not 
void; no one waa anrprised that be es- 
caped arreat if be did not choose to he ar- 
rested ; no one is surprised that his 
brother has since then committed acts of 
violence for which he has been nominally 
fined without being required to be pres- 
ent at his trial ; aOd no one wou'd be 
surprised if anotkor tragedy occurred to- 
nigbtoratany.moment Thecommnnity 
would be Borpriaed if either was treated 
as other persona aocoaed of snch crimes 
are osaally treated: if either waa pun- 
ished according to law, or was ttried and 
convicted as orainarv criminals have been 
and are daily tried. We do not know- 
where be has been in hiding— if indeed 
be has been in hiding ; we do not know 
whether he has left here or gone to some 
ICBBBCCure place where he is in danger of 
arrest. No one can understand why he 
should have trusted to (light or to any 
other refuge than the law and the courts ; 
for the iiiiiverflal conviction iH that for 
hini and his there can he no place so safe 
as Lexington and in l^xington no refuge 
so sec'ire as the courts of justice. The 
accused iH a very young man, and so far 
as we are informed not naturally given to 
violence or crime. He i)erhapH never 
knew his victim or had any enmity to 
him. The act was without apparent rea- 
son. What was its true caosf^, add who 
ii to blaoao at tho bar of God and of an 
enlightened poblic opinion Sm this catue- 
less and Bad crime t * . * * 

One thing is very evident and that is 
that the peace otlicers and courts at Lex- 
ington have been criminally negligant in 
enforcing and executing tlw laws. A 
simUar condition of aflBtfara existed at Cin- 
cinnati a few years ago. . Crime was ram- 
pant in the (^oaen City. Brutal murders 
Wiranotpoaklied. At last an <^atrgged 
people aroie in their might and in Mind 
fory and the bloody scenes connected 
with the homing of their court honse 
were enacted. The Kood people of Lex- 
ington will not alwavH remain silent and 
allow brutal murderers to walk the streets 
in defiance of law. Lexington officers 
and Judges had batter arouse themselves, 
or they will be rudely awakened some 
morning to And that the people have 
takan tlie law into their own hands and 
atnuig <ip a few of the criminals that 
buW Btained her htreets with innocent

Judge Barr is Beveoty-two years old, 
and was appointed April 16th, 1880. It 
is stated that he retires on full pay. 

The Louisville Poet's Waahiogton dis- 
patch Monday aaya : 

"The only avowed candidate for the 
vacancy of the Federal liistrict Judge- 
ship caused by the resignation of Judge 
Barr is Representative Sam Pugh. 

"Mr. Pugh knew of the resignation for 
some time and has been fitting his in- 
dorsements. He filed his papers aeveral 
days ago, and thia morning Senator Do* 
boe called at the White Hooao to oige 
the appointmont. Thoro are a number 
of other namea mentioned,' but none Ib 
done so with authority. 

"The Hon. John W. Yerke^ is men- 
tioned as a probable snooeasor to Judge 
Barr, and it is said that Andrew Cochran, 
of MaysvlUe, will present bis name to the 
Preeident One (rf the most prominent 
men mentioiied for the appointment is 
Gen. Dan Lindsey.of Frankfort. He w ill 
have strong backing and will stand a 
good chance for the appointment if he 
desires it. 

"It is thought the President would 
name the Hon. St. John Boyle for the 
post if the latter would accept it, but it is 
not thought he would consent to have 
bis name preaented nor would he accept 
itif ofTered^toh^m. 

"The fact that liepresentative Pugh has 
received so much patronage for bis family 
already will leesen his chances for ap- 
pointment. His father-in-law draws 
500 from the government, and he has se- 
cured numerous other minor appoint- 
menta for relaUvea."

The drain of gold to India has already 
commenced; threeK)uarter of a million 
sovereigns from Australia were reoelved 
at BomlMiy ten days since. It is quite 
understood here, and inttfflcial oirclea in 
India, that the experfmknt ia to be per^ 
severed with; so that during the coming 
year or two we shall be able to contrast 
the warninga published in the Financial 
News with the subsequent results. I 
suppose it will be admitted that never 
before wm the trade of Great Britain 
threatened by a more spirited qompeti- 
tion on the part of foreign nations, and If 
.we are to hold our own in neutral mar- 
keta, where Germians and Americans are 
our rivals, ^e shall owe our continued 
supremacy, chiefly to the cheaper rates at 
at whiob our mgnu^tofefB Bre able to 
finance tbemaelvea. It ia not our labor 
conditions, nor our coal and iron which 
have secured us our commercial supre- 
macy in the past so much as the compar- 
ative cheapness of our loanable capital ; 
and for our MioiatorB to select a time 
like the pieaent, when ▲■Mriee baa pro< 
diKiously expanded her currency (1) by 
bank notes issued against her new war 
loans, and (2) by immenae nold importa 
resulting from two bumper harveata— to 
select such a time to artificially create a 
drain of sovereigns from England to In- 
dia is nothing less than treason to the 
uatton, and to every worker, trader and 
speculator within the nation. 

• • * w * 

Certain discredited and fossil "eooa» 
mists" there are who continue to assure 



every hoarder of rupees: "Your silver 
rupee we are about to debase ; you had 
hMter, the moment you can see a aov- 
ereign, raiee your hearthstone, bring out 
fifteen rupeaa and exchange them for 
that, sovereign. It is better t^at you 
should hoard a metal which is apprecia- 
ting than a metel which must depreciate 
dangerously because of our pending leg- 
islation." Bejy upon that in fbis attack 
upon the eomot coin of Ite rralm the In- 
dian Government has forever made it im- 
possible to secure the convertibility at 
which it aims. The greater the volume 
of sovereigns that is poured upon India 
the greater the mass of silver rupees 
which will be automatically ejected from 
the boards into the Indliin currency. 
Let me give you a single instance of the 
hoarding propensity of the Indian ryot. 
When I was at Aurungabad, in 1888 a 
cultlTBtor had died who waa in debt for 
(500 rupees to a neighboring sowkar. The 
loan bad been made only a few weeks 
previously at the rate of 1) per cent, per 
month, and the sowkar obtained an or- 
der to search the dead debtor's premises. 
Ooncealed on the pramlBoa wera found 
nearly 4,000 silver rupees. To tamper 
with the currency of a country populated 
by one-fifth of the human race, with the 
currancy of a eommunity which during 
the third quarter of this century took 
into its hoards over t:l(;i),000,000 sterling 
of silver, to contemplate in cold blood 
the problem of the "eonvertlMUty" of 
these vast hoards, is to contemplate also, 
for a generation to come, and not in 'Asia, 
but upon the Booraea of Europe, • leettr* 
rence of puke'alternatiug with strin- 
gency.

Tbe ol'ject of hia expedition, wiiich was 
nipirttken at the instance of the Amer- 
obi Museum of Natural History, of New 
Yj^k City, was a nouble one. For aev- 
eAl years past tbe museum bas been 
■Sding expeditions along the Pacific 
8f6pe, up tbrongh British 0»lambi* and 
on toward the Bering Straits for the pur- 
poee, primarily, of determining the truth 
or falsity of the theory that AmeHcftivas 
originally jn'opled from Asia; that the 
Mbund Builders and perhaps the Indians 
croesed from the Eastern to tbe Western 
Hemisphere by way of ^ringStrait, and 
made their way southward through this 
coontry and finally into Mexico. 

It was just about a year affo that Mr. 
Fowke left this dty fo^ Jw/fiOR fnrwgW 
first to New York City, where he wecured 
the neoessary adentific eijpiipmtnt, then 
to Seattle, Yokohama and Vladivostok. 
At Vladivostok iie took the trans-Siber- 
ian, milway to Kbarbarovsk, on tbe 
AmDor lUver. The railway, by tbe way, 
is still l,.500inileF from completion, and 
is progressing very slowly. At Kbar- 
barovsk, between 600 and 700 milea from 
the mouth of the Anioor, bia invaatiga* 
tions began. ' 

"From a scientific point of view," said 
Mr. Fowke to tbe Enquirer, "I consider 
tbe expedition a success in every way. 
Of tbe exact scientific discoveries I made 
I am not yet permitted to apeak. My re- 
port will be pnbliabed by the mneaum, 
and they stipulate that no other dif 
clotures shall be made until tiiat time."
